While under Sentence, they were exhorted 
*diligently to conſider what a great Work they 
had to do, to ſecure themſelves an Intereſt in the 
Kingdom of Heaven, which ſhall never be taken 
trom them; and more eſpecially, ſince their Time 
was ſo ſhort, ro double their Diligence, in work- 
ing out the great Werk of their Souls Salvation, 
while it is called to day; their eternal Happi- 
neſs or Miſery depend ing upon the few remain- 

ing Moments. 
Being 


Bein ng, and proſly ignorant, they were 
— Tintswered in the firſt element iP Re- 
ligion, -that there is one God, and one Mcdiator 
betwixt God and Man; the Man Jeſus Chrif, 
who gave * a Ranſom for all, to be teftified 
in due Time. 1 Tim. ii. 5, 6. h 


The Viciouſneſs of their Lives was alſo repre- 


ſented to them; how dreadful it is to depart from 
the true and living God, to truſt in Vanities and 
Things of this World, to which they were 
wholly addicted; yet theſe Triffles could not in 
the leaſt ſatisfy the Deſires of an immortal Soul, 
vhich can acquieſce in nothing leſs than God 
Himſelf, who is the Author of our Being and 
Fountain of all our Mercies : And their whole 
Life having been nothing but a defpiſing of 
God, and deviating from his Commandments and 
Ordinances, they were directed to turn the Bent 
of their Inclinations another Way, towards God 
and Chriſt, which as it is their | 
more is it their Intereſt ſo to do, as moſt agreea- 
ble to the Will of God, and moſt ſuitable to the 
rational Nature of Man. 

Theft and Robbery being the Crimes moſt' of 


of them ſuffered for; the Evi: of this great Sin 


was particularly repreſented to them; how ut was 
contrary to all Laws divine and human; and con- 
ſequently liable to the Penalty, both temporal 
or eternal, annex'd to ſuch Laws; the evil of 
Theft (as we told them) appears by the Injuſtiee 
thereof, in wronging our Neighbour of bis Right, 
and Property, to which we have no Title or 
Claim, on which Account it is prohibited by the 
expreſs Law of God, Thou fbalt not fteal ; it is 
the Will of God, that Man who is made after 
his Image, ſhould live in a regular and rational 
Way, agreeable to the Doctrine of the Goſpel 


of Jeſus Chriſt, We are commanded by our Sa- 


viour to love all Men, to love our Neighbour as 
ourſelves; but to rob and ſpoil them of their 
Goods and Property, is to devour and reduce 


them to Miſery and Poverty, which is contrary 


to the Nature of God, who is good to all, whoſe 
Mercies are over all bis Works, and his muni- 
licence extends to the righteous and the wicked, 
czuſing his Sun to enlighten the good and evil, 
And as to Highway Robberies, it was repreſent- 


ed to them, they were next it not equal, to that 
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iſdom, much 


moſt atrocious of all Sins and Crimes Murder, 


ſince in Caſe of the leaſt Oppoſition, or reſiſt- 
ance, they not onlj knock'd down, but kill'd and 
murther'd the Perſons attack'd by them; as hath 
been frequently too often ſeen in the Streets and 
Neighbourhood of this City. £56 

wo of them, William Bird and Thomas Ho- 
man, being convicted of Murther, it was repre - 
ſented to them, what a dreadful Thing it is to 
rob innocent Perſons of their Lives in an un- 
expected Moment, and that it was moſt juſt with 
God to throw them into the Pit of Hell and ever- 
laſting Deſtruction on a ſudden, tor ſuch barbar- 
ous Cruelty ; the fpeciality of their Crimes was 
ſhewn them ; the one, Homan, having murder'd 
an old, innoffenſive Gentlewoman, his Neigh- 
bour, in a moſt cruel Manner, thinking to rob 
her of her Goods; the other, Bird, having, in 
a Way unparallel'd and unheard of, in a Hole, 
where there was not ſufficient Air to breath in, 
thruſt down twenty or thirty poor Women, taken 
off the Street, committed to his Care, many of 
whom were like to die, though by proper Care 
recover'd; but four of them, in that narrow 
confin'd Place, for want of Air, were actually 
ſtifled to death. For theſe moſt attrocious Crimes, 
they were exhorted to fly unto the Blood of 
Chrift, which only can clcanſe us trom all Sin, 
ro exerciſe in a lively Faith Chriſt's Merits and 
Interceſſion, and to repent deeply and fincerely 
of all their Sins, eſpecially Murder, begging the 
Aſſiſtance of God's Grace and Holy Spirit, to 
enable them to work out their Salvation, and o 


to fit and diſpoſe them for God's heavenly King- 


dom and Glory. |

of the ſaid Suffocation died, and ſo William Bird 
on the Day, in the ſaid Year, Pariſh and Coun- 
ty, the ſatd Phillis Wells, did fcloniouſly, &c. 
kill and murther, receiv'd his Majeſty's moft 
gracious Reprieve, Bird to be Tranſported for 
Life, and the reſt for 14 Years ; the remaining 
11, viz, Edward White, Matthew Mooney, George 


Anderſon, Richard Studdor, Henry Hinton, John 


Cooper, Jehn Squire, Fobn Jennings, Richard Ar- 
nold, Thomas Homan, and Robert Bird alias Budd, 
were order'd for Execution; but Budd on the 
Friday before their Execution receiv'd his Ma- 
je ſty's moſt gracious Reprieve for Tranſportation 
for 14 Years. Thomas Heman was order'd to be 
executed three Days before rhe reſt, at the End 
of Fetter Lane in Holborn, in the publick Street, 


neareſt to the Place where he murdered the old 


Gentle woman, which was accordipgly done. 


Edward White was indicted for breaking open 
and entering the Dwelling-Honſe of Mary How, 
Widow, Sept. 2. in the Afternoon of the ſame 
Day, and ſtealing from thence 2 filver Stock- 
buckles, val. 2 5. a filvet Thimble, val, 6 d. 2 
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filk Handkerchiefs, val. 23.8 piece of Gold

Property of the ſaid Mary How. 


I. Edward White, 24 Years of Age, born at 
or near /s/loway, of honeſt Parents, who were 


able and willing to give him good Education at 


School, but that he minded nor, having been 


ſo negligent of Inſtructions, that he had forgot 


either to Read or Write, being groſly ignorant 


of his Duty both to God and Mau. He was not 


put ro any Trade, but his Father being a Wag- 


goner, he followed that Buſineſs, and traded that 
Way to many Places in the Country, coming to 


London now and then about his Affairs, he got 


acquainted with very bad Company both Men 
and Women, wito whom he became a notorious 
Drunkard, Swearer, Blaſphemer, aud a common 
Thief. In ſhort, he was a Nuſance to the 
Country, and a miſchievous Fellow, and was 
Iikewiſe looked upon as a dangerous Perſon b 

the Country People, He ſaid that keeping wick- 
ed Women Company was his Ruin, which put 
him upon Robbing and Stealing in order to ſup- 
ply their Profuſer-is. He was not willing to 
con.eſs any more Burglar ies but this and another, 
but own'd himſelf to have been guilty of innu- 


merable ſmall Thefts. He was a very ignorant, 


vicious young Man, and while under Sentence, 
a Gentleman came to the Preſs Tard, and earneſt- 
ly entreated him for God's Sake to think upon 
nothing but Death, for the whole Country w 28 


ſo exaſperated, that before he ſhould eſcape, 


they would proſecute him coſt what it wou'd, to 
which being harden'd he ſaid little or nothing. 
He ſwore himſelf an Accomplice in robbing 


Alice Perry, in Holloway Road Nov, 1, 1739. He 


was likewiſe by his o- Confeſſion, concern'd in 
the Murder of Thomas Wall, Sept. 14, 1740 by 
the Hole in the Wall near Canbury- Homſe Iſlington; 
this Thomas Wall was carried to St. Bartholomew's 


Hoſpital, where he died after ten Days IIIneſs, his 


Skull having been broke and ſhatter'd in a deſpe— 


rat: Manner, He confeſſed himſelf to be a veiy- 


wicked young Man, and that he had committed 
the Burglary for which he died for, and acknow- 
ledged that he ſuffered moſt deſerredly according 
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to Law. About a Year or two ago he was an 
Evidence againſt ſome others, but they were ac- 
quitted, he being ſo notorious and vile a Fellow, 


that they did not confide in what he ſaid; he was 


often turbulent in Chapel, but when I ſaw him, he 
was very quiet, and denied all. It was a hard 


Matter to judge him, not having many outward 


Signs of Repentance, tho“ he ſaid he believed 


in Chriſt, and died in Peace with all Men. 


Matthew Mooney of Stepney, was indicted for 


that he on the 29th of April laſt, on the King's 


Highway, in and upon one Abraham Goodwin, 
did make an Aſſault, and put the ſaid Abraham 
Goodwin in Fear and Danger of his Life, and 
took from him a Watch, val. 51. 5 s, a Scal, 
value 25. a Snuff-box, val. 20s. and 184. in 
Silyer, the Property of the faid Abraham Good- 


Win. 


2. Matthew Mooney, 21 Years of Age, was 
born at Dublin, of honeſt tho' mean Parents, 
who gave-him pretty. good Education, ſuch as to 
Read, Write, Sc. As to Religion, they bred 
him up in the Romiſo Way, Hi) Father was a 
Cabinet maler; and he was likewiſe bound to the 
ſame Trade, at which he ſerved his Time 
out honeſtiy, and was honourably diſcharg'd. 
When - he came for himſelf he lived very 
well by his Buſineſs, and married a Wife, 
by whom he had a Child, but fince dead at Dub- 
lin, From thence he came to London as he ſaid, 
in the beginning of May laſt, although the 
Robbery of Mr. Goodevin near Mile End was com- 
mitted on the 29th of April laſt, which ſeems 
impoſſible for one to commit a Robbery on the 
29th of April at London, and to be working at 
his Buſineis, and going upon ſome publick Di- 
verſions on the 2d or 3d of May, which for an 
Evidence he calied one Thomas Mooney, who 
proved to be the Priſoner's Father, and who 
moſt probable perjured himſelf in ſwearing to 
favour his Son, but had the Mortification not to 
be vel'ev'd. Mooney own'd he was acyuainted 
with the Evidence Cavenagh, who convicted him; 
Mooney and his Father reflected mightily upon 
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him that he did not ſwear exactly according to 


Truth, but wrong'd him in many Particulars. A- 
- nother Man of the Name of Cavenagh ſwore a- 


gainſt Mooney ſometime before he was taken up 

for this Fact, and upon that he was committed 
and detained in Newgate till this Robbery ap- 
pear'd, which brought him to this laſt and fatal 
Cataſtrophe. He was of the Romif Communion, 
but was not bigotted in that Way, for he con- 


ſtantly came to Chapel, made Reſponſes, and 


ſung Pſalms with the reſt, and always behav'd 
decently, better then moſt of the others. He 
denied his committing any other Thefts or Rot« 


beries, bur own'd he was very vicious and wicked 
as to Drinking, Swearing, and keeping reprobate 


Company, which laſt prov'd his Ruin, He wept 
and cried very much for his Misfortunes, died 
in the Faith of Chriſt, and repeated of all kis 
. | | | 
Richard Arnold was indifted for aſſaulting Ber- 
nard Gates on the King's Highway, putting bim 
in Fear, and taking from him 155. in Money, 


Sept. 28, 


3. Richard Arnold, 33 Years of Age, was born 
at Market Harborough iti Leiceſterſhire, of honeſt 
Parents, his Father who renced a ſmall Farm, 
gave him good Education at School, ſo far as to 
Read, Write, c. and had him inftructed in 
the Chriſtian Faith. He was not brought up to 
any Trade, but learned to do Country Work with 
his Father, and likewiſe ſerv'd Gentlemen and 
Farmers, from whom he acquir'd the Character 
of an honeſt, carcful, induſtrious Man. Some 
Years ago he came to Town, and ſerved in 
many good and creditable Families, particularly 
an honourable Gentleman, whom he ſerv'd ſome 
conſiderable Time, and with Reputation, inſo- 
much that he would have been ready-to do him 
any Favour if he had perſiſted in the Path of 
Virtue. He married a Wife, who was a Widow, 
and by whom had 2 Children; both he and his 
Wife happening to fall ſick, and afflicted with a 
lingering Diſeaſe, render'd them both uncapable 
of any Buſinaſs whatever. Richard gave bim- 


ſelf 


his own wicked Mind to raiſe Contributions on 
the Highway, tho' in the preceeding Part of 


his Life no Man was reckon'd honeſter; accord- 


tngly he provided himſelf with a Piſtol, ſome 
Powder and Ball, and hired a Horſe with one 


Eye in Finsbury Yard Moorfields, and upon the 


28th of Sept, he went to try his Fortune that 
Way, and riding along between Hendon- Common 


and Ealing, he met Mr. Gates and Mr. Laurence, 


and riding up between them, he firſt preſented 


- his Piſtol to Mr. Laurence, but on a ſudden he 


turned about the Horſe and attacked Mr. Gates, 


he being ſomething better dreſſed then the other, 
and demanded his Money, which he very freely 


gave him to the Value of 15, all which Mr. 


| Gates could ſwear to, being 2 Crown Pieces of 
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Kiog H illiam's, and one ot King Charles's, with. 


which he had travelled in his Pocket up and 
down the Country upon many Occaſions, As 
this happen'd, the Right Honourable the Lord 
Carpenter was coming to Town from his Lord- 
mip's Country Seat, and Lawrence having eſcaped: 
being robb'd, rode directly up to his Lordſhip's 
Coach and related what had befallen him; upon. 
which his Lordſhip was ſo kind as to order 2. 
or 3 Servants of his Retinue to purſue the Rob» 


ber, which they very readily did, and overtook 


him at a Publick Houſe by the Highway not far 


eff, drinking a Pint of Beer. Hereupon one of 


the Servants ſaid, Honeſt Man you have taken the 


wrong Trade in. Hand. He was very fick and. 


. weakly, looking rather as if he was dead than 


alive, having only a Great Coat on, with his 
Face muffled up, but was not otherways diſ- 
guiſed; the poor Fellow immediately confefled 


the whole Matter, upon which they carried him 


back to my Lord their Maſter, and his Lordſhip 


being a Middleſex Juſtice took his Confeſſion in 


Writing, which the Priſoner ſigned, Mr. Gates 


 Biſo who was robbed knew Arnold, and ſwore to 


huis Face, upon which he was committed to Ne- 


gate, and received his deſerved Doom. This 
was the fiſt and !aſt Robbery he ever commit- 
ed, as he declared upon his being taken to my 
Lord Carpenter, and his Lordſhip's Servants who 
apprehended him, and lik: weis to me and others, 


He had no Accomplices, nor knew none of their: 
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| ſelf over to a kind of Deſpair, 3nd reſolved in 


Gangs, being but a meer Novice in that Way; 
and he further ſolemnly declared upon the 
Word of a dying Man, that it was abſolutely 
Neceſſity, his Wife being lame and ſick, and he 
himſelf ſick and diſtreſſed, and having nothing 
to ſupply their Wants, but both ready to periſh, 


knowing no. Remedy, which drove: him to this 
deſperate and unhappy Courſe. 
While under Sentence, he was all: the Time c 
very ſick and weak, and with great difficulty 0 
came up and down to Chapel; yet he never y 
abſented, but ſometimes when very bad. He be- i 
haved well, and was very attentive to Prayers p 
and Exhortations, fo that we may hope he was 5 
a ſincere penitent. He believed in Chriſt our only 
Saviour; repented of all his Sins, and died in h 
Peace with all the World. : W

no good Improvement of it, being of » vey f 0; 
wicked, perverſe and dogged Temper, ſo that hen wer 
forgot all his Learning, and knew very little of = cc 
Religion. Re Cra 
When of Age, he was put Apprentice to Kot 
Fiſherman. on the Bank.: ſide, which Trade he thor 
liked beſt, and made it his Choiſe; his Mate Priz 
and Miſtreſs let him want for nothing of Enter ide 
tainment, as to Meat and Drink, or other Thing by 
an 


which they were oblig'd to find him; but in olle 
Relpects, when going about his Buſineſs on ll caſio 
River, he treated him moſt barbarouſly, beating 


MW 
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him in a moſt cruel Manner with Ropes, Sticks, 
and whatever came to Hand ; by which means he 
lived a moſt miſerable and {laviſh Life, conſtant- 
jy expoſed to the imminent Danger of his Life 
by ſuch cruel Hardſhips and Blows. 

Living thus miſerably, as they. were: careleſs 
of the Body, ſo as little did they mind the Soul 
of this unfortunate Creature; for ſeldom if ever 
did he go to Church, neither had he any Fear 
of God before his Eyes. His Maſter dying, John: 
was put to his Shifts ; his Miſtreſs though inclin- 
ing to keep up the Buſineſs, not being well ca- 


able to do it, was willing however to give up 


John's Indentures, but could not find a Maſter; 
whereupon, having nothing to do, John took. 
himſelf to the Company of bad Women, which 
was the ready Way to his compleat Ruin, for he 
lived with a common Creature equally wicked as 
bimſelf. | 

In effecx, in his natural Diſpoſition, he was 
very wicked and perverſe ; for upon.the Sunday 
betore his Trial, he misbehaved in Chappel, and 
endeavoured to ſpit on the Pulpit and Desk; 
when I reproved him ſharply. for ſo vile a Miſ- 
carriage ; he had the Impudence to deny the 
ſame, aithough I myſelf was witneſs to it. 

He was a moſt vicious and wicked Fellow, 


knowing nothing but what was evil, and averſe 


to every Thing that is good, being aſſociated 
with the vileſt Gang of Thieves and Whores 
about Rag-fair where he lodged. 2 
Before this, he alſo confeſſed three or four 
Street · robberies; and before he died, five or fix 
Days, being paſt all Hopes of Life, he confeſſed 
he could not tell the Number he was guilty of 
with theſe abandoned Wretches he had juined 
to; and as to petty Thefts and Larcenies, they 
were innumerable; he having been nothing but 
a common profeſſed Thie 1nd Robber from his 
Cradle, to the Time of his Apprehen ſion for this 
Kobbery, which brought nim to the fatal Pece; 
thoug' as for his unlawfui Profits, the higheſt 
Prize he got was 20 Shillings at a Time, aud ver. 
ſeldom ſo mach. | | | 
Az o iis Behaviour, he was à moſt inſolent 
and wicked young Fcliow ; ons of the chief Oe. 
caſions of ſevera little f:iitu:b nces and Dilor- 


ders in Chappel, was the Lenity and mild Go- 


vernment in keeping him ſo long under Sentence, 
it rather hardens, than has any good Effects up- 
on many of cheſe obdurate and reprobate Crea- 
tures. | 
For theſe Miſcarriages, he and his wicked Aſ- 
ſociates were ſharply reproved, and inſtri.&-d to 
behave in a decent and. Chriſtian Manner: They 
fairly promiſed, but did not long keep his Reſo- 
lutions, untill the Dead- Warrant came down; 
then Cooper and his Companions altered their Be- 
haviour, and cryed molt bitterly, declaring their 
hearty Grief and Sorrow for their Miſcarriages. 

He was a miſerable poor Creature, and had 
no body at all to come aftcr him ; as for his pre- 
tended Wife, ſhe ncv:r came to ask for kim. 

Upon Wegreſday the 3d of November, Ccoper 
and Squire, when they came up to the Afternoon 
Prayers, ſlipt down from Chappel towards the 
Maſter's Side, and skult about ſome of the 
Rooms till one of the Runners went after them. 
and brought them back,. and then they were 
confined to their Cells a ſhort Time for their ill 
Behaviour.

Way, but he dying and leaving the Son young, 
Henry left his Father's Buſineſs,” and being of an

of the Studder's, a Gang of Thieves, travell- 
ing moſt of the Kingdom with their China-ware, 
which was a Blind to conceal their Rogueries. 

He was a moſt notorious Tnief, upon all Oc- 
ca ſions, ſtealing whatever he could lay his Hands 
upon ; but ir was generally but ſmall Things, 
of no great Value, which was not Capital, but a 
fingle Felony ; though this was an inlet to greater 
Crimes, which brought him to ſpeedy Deſtruc- 


tion. He was not guilty of any more Burglaries 
than this he died tor, likewiſe ſaid, he never

and concluded with deſiring all zoung Perſons to

ſome few Days before his Execution, 


Atthew Mooney, aged 21 Years, was born 
of honeſt Parents in Dublin; his Father, 
who was a Cabinet- Maker, and had left off Trade, 
brought him up in the Roman Cathelick Reli- 
gion, and went to School ro one Mr. Hoyle in 
Patrick's Cloſe, where he continued three Years, 
and then went to Mr, Newby's in Vicker's ſtreet, 
where he learned Reading, Writing, and Arith- 
melic. When he was fit, he was bound Ap- 
prentice to one Mr. Haſlin, a Cabinet-maker in 
Dublin, with whom he lived three Years, and 
was afrerwards turned over to one Mr. [ngam, 
and ſerved the remaining Part of bis Time with 


Houſe deſcribing him, his Maſter who he ſaid, 


him, and even worked as a Journeyman with 
him and his Brother till he left Ireland, which 


was in Yay laſt, He came to Town, as he ſays, 


on Purpoie to go to Sea, if he could not get 
Work at his Trade; adding, that he was mar- 
ried about à Quarter of a Year before be came 
out of his Time; that his Wife is now in Ireland, 


by whom he has had one Child which died, and 


that ſhe was with Child again when he came 
away. EL | 
When he came firſt ro Tewn, he lodged at 
one Gearings by Broad St. Giles's, and from 
thence he removed to one Auig he's in Eaft-Smith- 


feld: He had not been long there, before he 


enter'd himſelf on Board the Antelope Nian of 
War, as a Ship Carpenter, bur left the Ship after 
he had been on Board fix Weeks. He came 
then to Knight's again, and was taken ill of a 
Fever; upon which Lot Cavenagb, who was a 
Surgeon's Matc on Board a Man of War, was 
ſent for, and he blooded him. Before he was 
recover'd of his Sickneſs, Lot Cavenagh was ta- 
ken, and ſwore two Robberies againſt him, one 


committed on a Gentleman in Holboyy, who loſt 


his Sword, and the other on a Coach in Totten- 
ham-court Road; tho' he ſays (if you wilt be- 
lieve him) he knew no more of it than the Child 


unborn. Being committed to Newgate, he lay 


till the next Seſſions, for Lot Cavenagh could not 


bet any Bill found; after which he was carried 


efore Juſtice Poulſon, and ſwore againſt for ano- 
ther Robbery, upon which he was capitally 


convicted upon the Evidence of a Perſon, who, 
as he ſaid, came with Lot Cavenagh when he 


came to bleed him. He deſired therefore and 
hopes, that all young Men will take particular 
Care what Company they keep; and likewiſe be 
very cautious what Houſes they reſort to, eſpe- 
clally a Houſe which is kept by one A————7z 
in Church Lane by White chappel In Effect 'tis 
Pity the Pariſhioners of the Pariſhes where 


ſuch Houſes are do not get them ſuppreſſed, He 


was ſo far from repining at the manner of his 
Death, that he ſaid, were it not for the Shame, 


it was the beſt Exit a Man cou'd make, b:cavſe 


being in Health he was the better able to prepare 
for Eternity. He was very deſirous of havin 
the Account of his d, ing Behaviour publiſh'd be- 
fore his Execution; and being anf er'd, it was 
impoſſible; reply'd it was very common in Dublin, 
which is a plain Demonſtration that he was a 
downright Teaguelander.

Goods; and fince that his Wife and he uſed

he ſaid farther, that he rented a private Houſe 
in Ratrliff Highway, kept as good a Table a 
need to be, and did not want for 20 or 30 J. at 
any Time; but he ſeem'd to equivocate, and was 


very unwilling to own any other Robberies than 


that for which he was to ſuffer. 

He ſaid the firſt Robbery he committed was at 
the Inſtigation of his own Brother: that he had 
committed ſome Robberies ſince, but none of any 
Conſequence. This he again contradicted, at 
laſt affirming, he never committed any other 
Robbery than that which he was now to anſwer 


for, of which he gave the following Account, 


viz. That he and Hinton had been drinking toge- 


ther, and were going along Wapping, with a 


eſign to.ſteer directly Home, but met his Bro- 
ther and Anderſon together. He paſſed them 
however, and. went on, but miſſing Hinton out 
of his Company, ſtopped, then Hinton ca led to 
him and ſaid, Dick here's your Brother, not- 
withſtanding which he did not care to go back; 
ſo his Brother came to him, and perſuaded him 
to accompany them : he added, that he did not 


know what they were going about, and tbareven 


when they committed this Robbery, he did not 
any ways aſſiſt them himſelf, bur only was along 
with them. In Effect he did not want for Money 


all the while he was in Newgaze, which was about 
4 Months, ſo that he had no Occaſion to have 


committed this Fact. 1

down, however, Studder ſaid he knew nothing of 
it, neither did he believe it, becauſe ſhe came to 
viſit him every Day, and ſeemed to ſympathize 
with him in his Misfortunes.

to thieve; he ſaid Squire had a Rolling Pin,

He acknowledged that moſt of the Goods that 
they got in their Robberies were ſold to Eliz. 
Barefoot, who is married to one Miller, who was 
Turnkey at New: Priſon, and that they have en- 


couraged him in bis Wickedneſs more than any | 


Body elſe. | 

He added, that being taken up one Night as 
a diſorderly Perſon, this Miller ſtood his Friend, 
and told him he could get him off of any Thing 
He Said his Mother and bis Father-in-law were 
very good to him, and gave him fuch Advice, 
which if he had taken, he had never come to 


this untimely End. 
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| He ſeem'd free and genuine in his Confeſſion, 
and declared he did it from a Senſe of his Duty, to 
do juſtice and make ſome Reparation to Mankind 
whom he had injured. 

In ſhort, he owned himſelf to have been a very 
wicked, wild Vouth, and that he believed for the 
Time he had followed this Way of Life, he had 
done as much Miſchief as any one Perſon what - 


ever: adding, that he was very ſorry ſor what he 


had done, asked God Pardon for all his Sins, and 


hoped for Forgiveneſs :- He ſaid, without the Mer- 


ey of God he-was utterly undone ; but that he did 


not deſpair of it. — In effect, he appeared to be 


a ſincere penitent, and declared he would rather die 
than live. et. 


Fennings ſaid that Richard Studder's Houſe had 


been the Ruin of him, and deſired all young Men 


to take Warning by him, and not to frequent

immediately ſeized hold on him at the ſame 


Time, and prevented his making any Reſiſtance ;

BEING tir'd of robbing with other Perſon 


was a Gentleman and three Ladies, from whom 
we took a Silver-rim'd Snuff box, with a Mother 
of Pearl Lidd and Bottom, and the Figure of 
Neptune on the Lid, and about 15 s. in Silver, 
a reading Glaſs and a Cane, and then we all made 


oft. 
ANOTHER Night, in the ſame Road, 


we ſtopped a Gentleman's Coach, but when we 
came up to the Door of it, there was nobody in 


it; upon which we damn'd the Coachman for 


being diſappointed, and bid him drive on. 


_ ANOTHER Time, between Eleven and 
Twelve o'Clock, we ftopped a Coach coming 
trom Ranelagh's Gardens, wherein was a Gentle- 
man and a Gentlewoman ; we took from the 
Gentleman two Guineas, and two Gold Rings 


from the Gentlewoman, and then we bid the. 


Coachman drive on, but ſays the Coachman, if 
any Body elſe ſhould attack us, what muſt I ſay ?

ONE Evening I rode out on my black Mare, 
and between Hammerſmith and Turnham-Green 
I. mer with two Gentlemen, and rode up to them, 
and ſaluted them with the uſuai Compliment, at 
the ſame Time took hold of one of the Reins of 


their Horſes Bridle, and preſented my Piſtol to 
the other. I demanded of them to alight, 


which accordingly they did: I took from tnem 
to the Amount of about fifteen Guineas between 
them, and a Watch from one of them. After I

the three Ladies two Mourning Rings, three 
Diamond Rings, and two plain Gold Rings, 
and three Purſes, which contain'd about five 
Pounds ; After I had robbed the Ladies, I de- 
manded of the Gentleman his Money and 
Watch, which was four or five Guineas in 
Gold, and 4 or 5 Shillings in Silver, and his 
Gold Watch; then I ordered the Coachman 
to get on his Coach-box, and made him drive 
back upwards of a Quarter of a Mile, becauſe 

they were going the fame Road as I was, *till 
I thought I was out of Danger. After this 
Robbery, I went to Plymouth, where my Wite 
lived, and dealt in Cloaths, which ſhe uſed to 
ſell to the Seamen when they came on Shore, 
where we both bore the Character of honeſt 
and induſtrious People ; but in ſhort, ſelling 
thoſe Things was only a Blind to protect my 
Roguery ; I ſtaid about a Month with her, 
without going in Queſt of any Booty; but 
after that, one Evening I told her I would go 
to London, in order to buy ſome Things pro- 
per for the Seamen againſt the Ships came in : 
She readily conſented, ſo the next Morning I 
took my Bay Mare, and rode for the City of 
Exeter, inſtead of going to London. I put up 
my Mare at an Inn in that City, and there 
ſtaid three Days before I attempted any thing; 
but the fourth Day I rode about three Miles 
from Exeter, where I ſtop'd (with the uſual 
Compliment) a ſingle Gentleman on Horſe- 
back ; and took from him eleven Guineas and 
his Watch, which done, I made the beſt of 


my Way back to Exeter, | 


THE next Night I went again to the ſame 


Place, where I ſtopt two Butchers, who were 


going to Exeter-Market ; I took from them 
about ſeven Pounds and a Watch ; they de- 
fired I would return them ſome Silver to bear 
their Charges to that City ; upon which I put 
my Hand into my Pocket, throw'd them three 
Half-Crowns, and bid them drink my Health, 


and then I rode off again for Exeter. 


J ſtaid at that City about a Month; and 
while I was there, carried ons of my Watches 
G which 
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which was out of Order, to a Watchmaker's 
in the Town to have it mended ; going one 


«Evening to ſee if it was done, I found the 


Maſter of the Shop aſleep by the Fire- ſide; and 
ſeeing in the Shop about twenty Watches hang- 


ing upon Peggs, amongſt which was my own: 


J took this Opportunity whilſt the Maſter was 
alleep, nobody elle being there, to borrow a- 


bout ſeven of the Watches (leaving my own 
behind) and put them in my Pocket, which 


done, I went directly Home to my Lodgings. 
The next Day I returned again to the Watch- 
maker's to ſee if my Watch was mended, 
and found the poor Man in a great deal of 
Trouble, as may well be imagined ; he told 


me, he had been robb'd the Nigh before by 
ſome Villains, of ſeven Watches; but vir, ſays 


he, they have not taken yours: Says I, ſeem- 
ingly with Concern for the Man's Loſs, how 


did they rob you? Why, about eight o'Clock 


laſt Night, I was dozing by my Fire-fide, they 


took that Opportunity; but /ittle did he think 
be was telling the Story to the Thief. Well, 


ſays I, is my Watch done? Yes Sir, here it 
is; I aſked him what he muſt have? he told 
me Half a Crown ; accordingly I gave it him, 


and thought it very cheap, conſidering I had 


ſeven other Watches into the Bargain. 


AFTER this Ireturned to Plymouth to my 
Wife, who thought I had been at London, and 


had bought thoſe. Watches (which I ſtole from 


the Watchmaker at Exeter) in order to ſell them 
to ſome of the Seamen. As I liv'd very high, 
and went likewiſe very gay, I ſpent what I had 
got in a very. ſhort Time, which obliged me 
to turn aut again. Accordingly I went about 
2 Miles from Plymouth, where | ſtopt a Clergy- 


man and his Servant, bidding them ſtand and 
deliver, or elſe I would blow their Brains out. 


The Parſon was very much ſurprized at this 
rough Salutation, and begg'd of me to put by 
my Piſtol, and he would give me his Money 


quietly, as he accordingly did, and it amounted. 
to about 7 J. and his Watch. I then went to 


his Servant, and took from him but 5 5. which 
I returned to him again. This done, I went 


directly Home to Plymouth, and ſtaid there; 
bout 2 Months, during all which Time I mz, 
no other Attempt. Then I came to Long; 
and ſoon after Money began to run very og 
with me, ſo that I was obliged to take up ny 
Old Trade; accordingly -I ſet out for Hounſiry 


and between that and Brandford I met with | 


ſingle Gentleman, whom I robb'd, and to 
from him 2 Guineas and a Half in Gold, 19; 
in Silver, and a Watch of the fame Mett 
After I had committed this Robbery, I rode fal 


Speed to Brandford, put up at the Red. Lyy 


Inn, and defired the Drawer to ſhew me 
Room next the Road, in order to «bſerye if 
the Gentleman whom I had attack'd, took the 
Road to London; but not ſeeing him come by, 
after I had waited ſome Time, I called for my 
Reckoning, mounted my Mare, and mate 
the beſt of my Way to Town. 


ONE Night I was walking along Saul. 
wark, in order to go to my Lodging in 
George-/ireet near St. George's-Fields (for at that 


Time I liv'd with my Fellow-Convict Cordila 


Faylor) I ſaw a Gentleman knocking at hi 
Door, whereupon I went up to him, and held 
a Piſtol to his Breaſt, and ſwore I wanted Mo- 
ney, and Money I muſt have: He put hi 
Hand into his Pocket, and gave me a Guinea; 
but juſt as he gave it me, one of his Servants 
happened to open the Door; upon which he 
called out Highwayman ! Stop Thief ! The 
Watchmen being then at their. Stands, and 
hearing the Out- cry, came running to his 
Aſſiſtance, whereupon I took to my Hells, and 
they after me; but being cloſely purſued jult 
by St. Margaret's Hill, I turned about with 
my Piſtol in my Hand, and ſwore the fit 
Perſon that offered to lay his Hands on me, 
was a dead Man, upon which they all imme- 
diately diſperſed themſelves, and when I faw 


myſelf out of Danger, I fired my Piſtol, and 


went directly Home to my aforeſaid Lodg- 
ing. . 


' ABOUT a Week after this Robbery, 1

SOME mort Time afer this Robbery; 1 


between Hammerſmith and Turnham-Green ;

rached my Hand out to take his Money, he 
laid hold of it, upon which I fir'd my Piſtol at 
him, but miſled him ; I then ſtruck him ſuch 
a Blow over the Head with my Piſtol, that it 
made him ſtagger; however he recovered 
timſelf, drew a Hanger from under his Coat, 
and fell to cutting of me as hard as he couls, 
and J having a Hanger likewiſe, did the ſame 
by him'; however he cut me over the Head 
in ſeveral Places, upon which I took out my 
other Piſtol, in order to put an End to the 
Battle by putting an End to his Lite, but on 
ſeing that he made off, which I was very 
glad of, for I was ſo faint with looſing ſo much 
Blood, that it was with ſome Difficulty I got 
tb Town, when I went immediately to one 
Mr. Coleman's, a Surgeon, (who is fance dead) 
and he drefled my Wounds. I was afterwards

BY this Time I had contrated an Ac-

Eaſi-Smithſield, he had not been long there 


before he was taken ill of a Fever; upon which 
a Companion of mine, who was his Acquain- 
tance, going to viſit him, and carrying me a- 
long with him, aſked me whether Bleeding 
would not be proper for him, and on my an- 
ſwering Yes, why, ſays he, you have been 
Surgeon on Board a Man of War, do you 
bleed him, which I accordingly did, and in a 
few Days his Fever began to abate conſider 


ably, and he grew much better. OIL 


NOT above a Week after, my Compa- 


nion and I calling again upon him at his Lodg- 
ings, to ſee bow he did, and we found him 
almoſt recovered ; whereupon he returned his 
Acquaintance and me Thanks, very civilly, 
for all our Favours, and, amongſt” other 


Things, faid, he was very glad to ſee us in 


ſuch a handſome Garb, for he had ſome ſmall 


knowledge of me in Treland: In Effect, both 


my Companion and myſelf were dreſs'd very 
ſmartly, in good ſuperfine Cloath Coats, 
Waiſtcoats trimm'd with Silver, and Linnen 
and every Thing elſe anſwerable thereto. I 
returned him his Compliment, and at the ſame 
Time, told him very frankly, he might make 
as good an Appearance himſelf if he pleaſed, 
provided he had but a Heart to venture. How 
do you mean, anſwered Mooney, I don't un- 
derſtand you? Why reply'd I, to be plain with 
you, if you have the Courage to take a Purſe

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Money ſeem to be ſomewhat ſurprized at 
this Expreſſion, but not ſo much but that T 
fancied I ſhould ſoon get the better of all his 
Scruples and Fears; whereupon, you ſeem 
ſtartled faid I, but think better on it, and meet 
me and my Friend in the Evening, in Church- 
lane, Whitechappe!, (at a Houſe that was then 
kept by one - --- 7, but he is fince broke, 


and abſconds) which he accordingly did. Ha- 
ving prevailed ſo far, which ſhow'd he was 
wavering, and was half the Battle, we ply'd 


him with Liquor, and drank him up to ſuch a 


pitch, that ſwore he wou'd never leave us, but 
would go with us on any future Prize. 


IN Effect, next Day, having muſtered up 
a little Money, we went to Hyde pari-Corner, 


to a Friend of my Companion's, and telling 


him we wanted three good ſtrong Naggs, to 
carry us to Dunſtable, he furniſhed us with 
them preſently ; but, inſtead of going the Road 
we pretended, we ſteer'd our Courſe towards 


which we accordingly met with, in the Perſon 
of a Rev. Clergyman, whom we Saluted with 


the uſual rough and heatheniſh Compliment of 


D- mn you Stand and Deliver. This was a 
very unwelcome Sound to the good Eccleſiaſtic, 
who had been juſt then at London, to receive 
a more Confiderable Sum of Money, than I 
believe either St. Peter or all the Apoſiles toge- 


ther were ever Maſters of for their own Ac- 
count, being, as near as I can remember, about 


701, According, the poor Doctor expoſtulated 
with us for ſome Time, and repreſented to us 
the ill Conſequence of ſuch a wicked Courſe 
of Life, with the Danger of its bringing us to 


an ignominious End; but all his Rhetorick 


availed him little, we turned the Deat Ear to 
him, bid him Preach that Doctrine to his 
Congregation next Sunday, and not to Gen- 
tlemen of our Profeſſion ; after which, we 
eaſed him, without any Ceremony, of all his 


Money, except five Shillings, which we left 


him, to bear his Expences to Colcheſter, from 
whence he was then about twenty Miles, - 


ſt of ſome luckey Adventure, 


FLUSH'D. with this Succeſs, we made the 
beſt of our way to London, returned our Hoy. 
ſes, and bought three others, very good Beaſts, 
for which we gave Thirty-five Pounds ; this 
done, we went in ſearch of another Booty, 
upon the Kenti/h Road, The firſt Perfon we 
met with there, whom we though fit for our 
Purpoſe, was a noted Apothecary who lived at 
Canterbury, from whom with our uſual Com- 
pliment of Stand and Deliver, we took about 
T wenty-ſeven Pounds, he begg'd hard for a 
Return, and pleaded abundance of Poverty, 
but as I happened to know his Profeſſion, I bid 


him go and be D — d, and get more, the ſane 


way he had got that, by Tricking and Deceiving 
Fools, with his pretended Arcana and Nol- 
trums. | 


AFTER this we committed a great many 
other Robberies upon that Road, till, at laſt, 
growing pretty noted thereabouts, we thought 
it would be adviſable to leave that part of the 
Country, and remain quiet for ſome Time, 
whereupon we retured to London, and put up 
our Horſes near London-Wall. ; 


WITH what Money we got, we Equip'd 
ourſelves in a very handſome Manner, and we 
us'd to frequent ſeveral Places in Town, where 
genteel Company reſorted, by which means 
we pick'd up ſeveral very creditable Acquain- 
tances ; amongſt the reſt were two Gentlemen 
of Fortune, who invited us one Night to 2 
private Maſquerade near St. '7ames's-Square, 
where feveral People of both Sexes, were to 
meet at a Friend's Houſe, in order to paſs away 
the Evening; our two Maſqueraders went 
thither accordingly, as likewiſe we did ; and 
whilſt the reſt of the Company were at the 
height of their Jollitry, we were very buſy in 
conveying away their Moveables, which we

Canes, Women's Velvet Hoods and ſhort 
Cloaks, &c. accordingly we being dreſs'd as 
Dutch Burgoe-Maſters, with our large Bree- 
ches, took an Opportunity to ſlip out very 
often into the little Room, and ſtuff our Trou- 
zers full of theſe Moveables, which we convey- 
ed away at ſeveral Times to an old Bulk in 
S&, Fames's-Market, where we left them in 
large Bagg, which we had brought thither 
for that purpoſe. As ſoon as we had conveyed 
away as many as we conveniently could, we 
went back, and were as Merry as the Bet ; 
hut about 4 o'Clock in the Morning, the Com- 
pany breaking up, and coming to Dreſs them- 
ſelves; one had loſt his Wigg; another his 
Hatt; another his Gold-headed Cane, and ano- 
ther his Shoe-Buckles: The Ladies had loſt 
ſeveral of their Girdle-buckles, Velvet Hoods, 
ſhort Cloaks, &c. which put the Company 
into great Confuſion ; however we were not at 
ed, ſo we made the beſt of our way 
towards our Booty, where Luntying the Bagg 
and pulling off my Maſquerade Habit, dreſſed 
myſelf like a Gentleman whilſt my Compa- 
nions in their Dutch Dreſs, appeared not unlike 
Porters, marched clear off with our Purchaſe, 
their Lodgings, which they Sold for upwards 
of 30 J. However we did not enjoy this our ill 
got Gain long, for the Hazard "I able ſoon 


more equip'd ourſelves for the Highway, and 
lking the Northamptonſhire Road, committed 
kreral Robberies that way. 


AMONGST the reſt we attempred to rob 


| the Northamptonſhire Waggon near St. Alban's, 


In the following manner. I rode up to the 
Waggoner, and commanded him to ſtop, and 
4 the ſame Time holding a Piſtol to his Breaſt, 
Wore I would blow his Brains out if he any 
Ways Reſiſted, and likewiſe if he did not tell 
me where his Money was concealed : Hereupon 
he Waggoner delivered his Money to one of 
my Companions ; but as I was turning about 


| © look towards the Arſe of the Waggon, the 


Vaggoner who then obſerved one of his Ac- 
Wantance coming towards us at a Diſtance, 


ſtrip d us; ſo in order to raiſe more, we once 
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took the Advantage of my Back being towards 
him, to knock me off of my Horſe, with the 
But-end of his Whip, which ſo ſurprized my 
Companions, that they rode off and left me; 
I recovered myſelf however Time enough to 
remount my Horſe, and ride after my cowardly 
Companions, though I narrowly eſcaped being 
taking. I made the beſt of my way to London, 
where I met with my Comrades, and ſhared 
the Booty, which was very conſiderable. 


AFTER having made a ſhort Stay in Lon- 
don, I was adviſed by ſome of my Acquain- 
tance, not to ſtay in Town long for. Fear of 
being apprehended, for one of my Companions 
was taken up for a Robbery, and I was afraid 
he would impeach me-in order to fave his own 
Life. Accordingly having Money enough I 
went immediately to Harwich, and fo for 
Hilland, where as ſoon as J arrived, I made 
the beſt of my Way to Rotterdam, and being 
dreſſed very gay, took Lodgings as a young 
Gentleman juſt come over to deal in Merchan- 
dize. To make this appear more credible, I 1 
ſaid I had ſeveral Correſpondents at China, to 
whom I pretended to write Letters, and talk'd 
of expecting large Sums of . Money, which 


were to be remitted in Tea and China-ware, 


in Return of what was due to me from that 
Place; and as I was well verſed in Duttald's, 
and other Authors Accounts of China, the 
Project took very well; for Mynheer Snider, 


with whom I lodg'd, taking a Liking to me, 


propoſed his Daughter in Marriage, whoſe 
Fortune was 500 1. But I knew very well 
the Defign of Mr. Snider was not to conclude 
the Marriage till the Effects arrived, (which if 
he had ſtaid for, might have been long enough) 
fo I did not ſeem to be very forward, but 
courted the young Lady privately, and ſoon 
inſinuated myſelf fo far into her good Graces, 
that I could do almoſt every Thing with 
her. CO . | 


IN the mean while I had lived in fuch a 
ſplendid Manner, that all the Money I had 
brought over with me from England was * 
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moſt gone, and the Time almoſt expired that 
my Goods were to come, fo that if I did any 
Thing it muſt be ſpeedily.

Day, and taking her by the Hand, told her,

his Mother has been dead twelve Years: When 
he was fic to go to School, his Father put him 
to one Mr. Toby, in Bifepſgate-Street, wuere he 
continued about three Years, and then his Fa- 


ther took him from thence, and inflructed bim 


himſelf, till he was about fourteen Years of 
Ape, when he bound him at Weavers Hall to 
himſelf (he being a Handkerchict Weaver) and 
te ſerved his Time out very faichfully and juſtly, 
He ſaid, the firft beginning of his Misfortunes 
was occaſioned by getting acquainted with a leud 
Woman of the 'Town, who lives juft by his Fa- 
thers, and leaving his lawful Wite, who (he lays) 
is a very ſober Woman, . that had he 
taken her Counſel, and his Fathers, he had 
avoided coming to that ignominious Death, he 
was to undergo. His Father, in particular, 


would frequently admoniſh him of the ill Con- 


ſequences, which, one Day or other, would un- 
avoidably attend his giving himſelt up to ſuch 
ill Practices, as he daily follow'd, to maintain 
that Wretch in riotous living; this he too late

log, little thinking what Company he was in; then 
they went out all together. As they were go- 
ing along, they led him into a narrow Paſſage, 
and then they told him they muſt borrow that 
Purſe of Money of him. Money, Gentlemen ! 
What is it you mean? Come, come, Sir, ſays 
Bewley, Gentiemen of our Profeſſion are not to 
be triffled with. Gentlemen, ſaid the Stranger, 
J took you to be very boneſt Perſons, and I hope you 
are only in jeſt. In you, ſays Michael Smith, 
you ſhall ſee that we are in Earneſt; upon which 
he pulled out a Piſtol, and ſwore, he could Bloæu 
his Brains out, if he did not immediately de- 
liver his Money; which he accordingly did. 
Bewley then asked him, where he lived, and 
promiſed he would in a few Days return him his 
Money again with Thanks, proteſting they would 
not have taken it from him, but they had a 
preſent Occaſion for juſt ſuch a Sum. The Sur-

being an Exchange-Brekey, D-——n him, ſays 
Michael Smith, it is no Sin to rob a Brokey, for 
it is only playing at Rob-Thief; ſo they made off 
with the Purſe and Money, and wiſh'd him well 
home, and bid him for the future, to take Care 
who ſaw him to his Habitation. 


AFTER they had ſpent this Money, thus ill 
gotten, upon the vile Women of the Town,

Grounds near Moorfelds, and there took off of 
the Tenters Eighieen Yards of ſuch Stuff as is 
uſed to make Frocks for Men; which done, 
they ſold it to one Betty Parefoct, a great Lock * 
in Rag Fair, for 10s. 6 d. and ſo they divided 
they Money, which being ſoon ſpent, they 
were again put to their Shifts how to make a 
Recruit. 


ABOUT a Week after this Robbery, as they 
were all three going along near the ſame [Tenter- 
Ground, and nigh the Place were they commit- 
red the laſt Robbery, they eſpied fome Linnen 
hanging a drying in a back Yard, which they 
took and carried off to Rag-Fair, and ſold it to 
the aforefaid Betty Barefoot, for no more than 
30 s. though Becvuley ffir med it was richly worth 
51. at leaſt, 


AFTER this Fact, Beevley left Smith and 
Hedley, and (as he ſaid) lived honeſt for ſome 
Time, working hard at his Buſineſs with a Ma- 
ſter Weaver in Spittlefields. In the mean while 
his two wicked Companions went out together, 
and committed divers Robberies; particularly 


Smith took from his own Mother, at ſeveral times, 


many Things of Value. At laſt he was taken 


up for breaking open a Houſe, and was admitted 


an Evidence; which Bewley hearing, left bis 
Maſter whom he work'd withal, and being afraid 
that Smith would put him into his Information, 
and he ſhould be Gravil'd ef, he immediately ſet 
out for Canterbury, in Order to ger Buſineſs in 
that City. He ſtaid there about a Week, but 
not being able to get any Employment, he re- 
turned to London. He kept out of the Way, 
however, till Seſſions was over, when Michael 
Smith not coming up to his Evidence, was try'd, 
tound guilty, and ordered for Tranſportation, 
which effe ctually took off his Evidence for the 
future.

in Rag Fair, and ſold the Stockings, three Red 
Cloaks, and the Hood, for no more than Tuo 
Gutneas. Such lumpipg Pennyworths do ſucn 
Wretches make of the ill- gotten Goods for which 
they venture their Lives. 


THE next Night they went up Holbourn 3. 
gain, and in going along they ſpied an Oil Shop, 
where 0 obſerved the Servants to be buly at 
the furthermoſt End of the Shop, they took this 
Opportunity to carry off from thence a Tub ef 
Soap, and fold it for 7s. 64. Several mire 
Robberies of this Kind Bexley owned he had 
committed with this Richard Clay, and deſired 
he would take Warning by his untimely Fate, 


and leave oft ſuch wicked Courſes : Adding, 


that if he is not gone Abroad, he hopes his Mo-

SOMETIME after this Robbe ry, Beuley was 


| taken up for robbing a Perion of ſome Rabbits, 
| and by the Perſuaſion of a Thief-taker he turn'd 


Evidence, put Miller iuto his Information, and 
one of the Thiet-rakers where he 
mignt take him. Accordingly he went, and Al- 
ler happened to be at the Place, but he mace his 
Eſczpe, by getting out of one of the Windows of 
the Houſe, end got entireiy off. Seſſions coming 


| on, Bequley was brought to the Bar in Order to 


take his T'rial, but no Proſcecutor appearing he 
was diſcharged, Sometime after this, Miller * 


| was (aken up for ſtealing a Tea-Kettle out of a 


Shop in Fleet-ſtreet, was tried for it at the Old- 
Bailey, found guilty, and ordered for Tranſ—

WHEN Bewley had got his Liberty, and 
Miller was tranſported, he was at a Loſs to get 
a Fellowman ; at laſt he bethought himſelf of 


| his old Companion Richard Clay; ſo accordingly 


one Evening he goes to Clay's Mother in M Hhite- 
Chapple, where he found him, and ask'd him, if

he wou'd go out upon the Lay as uſual; he readily 
complyed, and the firſt Kobbery they com- 
mitted when they were together, was at a Houſe

about him; and when he ſaw he had an Op- 
portunity to rob any Houſe, he would go and 
light his Candle at a Neighbour's juſt by; when 
he had fo done, he put it into the Dark Lanthorn, 
and then concealed it in his Boſom, between his 
Coat and Waiftcoat, ſhutting it cloſe that nobody 
could ſee that he had any Light, and then to 
work he went, while Clay ſtood Peſer f. If he 
found that the Saſhes of any Houſe would not go 
up, then he would take his Chiſſel, which he 
brought for that Parpole, and wrepch'd them o— 
pen itll they would go up very eaſily, and by this 
Means it was that he got into the Parlour of the 
abovementioned Houle, and ſtript it of what 
Things were there, as Plate, Linnen, Cloaths, 
Cc. for having bundled up what he got in a large 
Sheet, he gave them out of Window to Clay, who 
ſtood ready to receive them, This done, they 
both made off undiſcovered, and carried the 
Goods to a certain Few, who bought them very 
readily ; the Linnen and Cloaths we fold for 
ſix Pounds, and the Plate for four Shillings per 
Ounce. | 


THE laſt Robbery that Beauly committed was 
with Richard Clay, and was that for which he 
ſutfered ; this was for entring the Dwelling Houſe 
of Mr. Hodges, at St. Giles's, Cripplegate, about 
the Hour of Seven o'Clock, on the 25th of lat 
Octoler, and taking from thence ſome Pewter, 
He got into the Houſe, by cutting the Lead of 
a Window, and then taking out two panes of 
Glaſs, which done, he opened the Window, and 
ſlipt into the Room, where he ſaw nothing bur 
Pewter, unfortunately for him, while he was 
taking down the Pewter. in order to hand it 
out to Clay, the Woman of the Houſe who had 
been out, and came Home juſt in the nick of 
Time, ſeeing a light in the Houſe, and know- 
ing ſhe had not left any one at Ho ne, was great!

to his Heels ; he had not got far however, not 
above Thirty Yards, before he fell down, and 
ſhe coming up with him, before he could recover 
himſelf, ſeiz'd him by the Collar, and had the 
Courage there to hold him, till ſome came to her 
Aſſiſtance, and forced him back to her Houſe, 
where ſhe charged a Conſtable with him, who 
carried him directly to Moodſtreet- Compter. 


NEXT Morning he was fetch'd out to his Ex- 
amination, be fore the fitting Alderman, and the 
Fact being prov'd plainly upon him, was by him 


committed to Newgate, from whence he was 


brought to the Bar laſt December Seſſions, and 
upon a fair Trlal, Condemned to Dye an un— 
time ly and ſhameful Death, as his honeſt Father 


had often foretold, and for warned him to little 


purpoſe.

TEPHEN WRIGHT otherwiſe John Brown, 
which laſt is his right Name, Twenty one 
vears of Age, was born at Liverpoole, in Lan- 
cajbire, when he was very Young, his Father and 
Mother went from Liverpoole to Ireland and there 
tertled ; by his Behaviour and Converſation, he 
has had the Education of a Gentleman. When 
be came to a proper Age, his Father put him 


Apprentice to one Mr. Foſras Harper, a Chyrur- 
gon in the City of Dublin; but had not an op- 


yortunity in his Apprenticeſhip to make ſo great

an Improvement in his Profeſſion, as the Practi. 
tioners in Surgery have at the Hotel Dieu at pa. 
ris. He had nor been out of his Time ong, be.

Money, and reduced even to the utmoſt Neceſity, 
having Pledg'd moſt of his Apparel, and being at 
laſt compell'd to Sell even his Hat to buy him- 
ſelf a morſel of Meat: In ſhort, being even 
tir'd of Life, he reſolved upon attacking Mr. 
Belcher the Surgeon as he did, in the following 
Manner; but ſolemnly proteſted he never intend- 


ed ro hurt him. Firſt, he made him a Viſit, 3s 


a Patient, pretending unfortunately to have 


caught the Venereal Diſeaſe, and acquainting him

MR. Belcher was very much Surpriz'd, as may 
be well imagin'd, and his Counte nance chang'd ; 
however, after he had a little recover'd himſelt, 


he put his Hand in his Pocket, and gave Mr. 
Brown two Guineas; upon which he ſaid, hat 
won d not do, he muſt have mere. Mr. Belcher then 
deſir'd him to put his Piſtol up, and he wou'd 
give him what Money he had. Accordingly up- 
on his R2queſt, he did pur the Piſtol into his 


Pocket, keeping his Thumb upon the Cock, ta

Accordingly he was im- 


mediately tecur'd and committed to Newgate ; he 
had not been there long, before a Gentleman,

jecutor's, ſent him not only a Morning Gown, 
Shirts, but Money to Pay his Fees, on purpoſe 
that he may be on the Maſter. ſide, till he ſhould 
know his Fate. He alſo allow'd him 55. per 
Week, ever ſince he has been under this unhap- 


py Condition. 


After he had bung the uſual 


Time, he was cut down, and his Body was con- 
veyed in a Mourning: Coach with four Horſes,

IN effect, holes that bes it is certain, 
they had all three been in Company together, 
at Lot's Lodging, at one Gaſcoigr's, in Hockley 
in the Hole, the Night before the Fact was 
committed, and Taylor, who likewiſe lay there 
that Night, being obliged to go out betimes 
in the Morning to Market, for he was a 
Butcher, and having ordered the Landlady to 
call him up accordingly, the Devil put it into 
the Head of Lot Cavenagh, and Cordelia 
Taylor, their Money being then at a low Ebb, 
to follow and rob him. So over-heated were 
they with Liquor, fo little capable of Reflec- 


tion, and ſo blind to all the Conſequences of 


this raſh Enterprize, that they never conſidered 
how much ſuch a Treatment was likely to 
exaſperate him ; as alſo that, as he not only 
was intimately acquainted with them both, but 
knew always where to find them, it was putt- 
ing their Lives directly into his Power. 


ACCORDINGLY, no ſooner was Taylor 
called up, which was about Three in the 
Morning, but they got up likewiſe, and follow- 
ed him immediately after he was gone out of 
the Houſe ; he had not got ſar, before Cavenagh 
overtook him, preſented a Piſtol to his Breaſt, 
and bid him ſtand and deliver ; and as he had 
no more Money left than Three-pence, he 
{tript him of all his Cloaths, Breeches and all, 
which was ſomething unkind in an old Ac- 
quaintance and Companion, it being then the 
fourth of October. 


WHILST this was a-doing, Dilly had the 
Courage, with a drawn Hanger in her Hand, 
to ſtand over him, Lot threatening, if he ſpoke 
a Word, to blow his Brains out: Thus they 
left Taylor naked, and he in revenge, in a few 
Days, had them taken up, and brought to 


Juſtice. I.

affirmed, he had a confident Hope of being 


ſaved by the Mercy of God, throy h th

Diſpoſition, as to rob her Paramour of all 
his Cloathing, and in a cold Winter Night, 
to ſet him out through the Streets naked ; nay 
Cordelia bid him ſhoot the Dog becauſe he 
knew them ; but Providence reſtrained them 
from this Exceſs of Wickedneſs.

A Romiſh Emiſſary would have had him

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Plate, being ſuch as no-body could believe) 
and Sentenced to ſuffer as for a Street Robbery, 
Nevertheleſs could not be perſuaded to Confeſs 
the Fact, as Sworn againſt him, perhaps being 
_ unwilling to acknowledge it, becauſe of his 
barbarous Uſage of the poor Lad. 


MOST of the time he was under Sen- 
tence, he was confined to his Cell, by Reaſon 
of his Sickneſs, upon which I viſited him there 
Daily, and he profeſſed Repentance for his 
miſpent Life, but his perſiſting in reſuſing to 
Confeſs, makes his Sincerity therein very Quel- 
tonable. His true Wite coming to ſee him, 
| ſome Time before he Died, he owned ſhe was 
the only one, to whom he was lawfully Mar- 
ried ; She was very poor and miſerable, but yet 


him under his terrible Misfortune ; nor did the 
Woman, with whom he kept Company, to- 
wards Goodman”s-fields, forſake him in his Extre- 
mity, though ſuch ſort of People teldom ſtick to 
a Man when under Adverſity. In Effect, ſhe 
came likewiſe to Viſit him, with a New-born 
Baba, which ſhe had had by him, and of which 
ſhe had lain in but a little before; however he 
declared he was never Married to her, and ſhe 
ent nad paſled for his Wife, at that End of the 
A- Town. It ſeems Roberts had had a Son, by 
lis real Wife, who was grown a luſty Lad, 
aud ſhe not knowing what was become of him, 
ſhe ſupected that her Huſband had Sold him; 
accordingly ſhe wrote me a Letter upon that 
dubject, which I ſhew'd to Roberts, and he 
lever wou'd return it to me again; however

THIS Letter ſpeaks of 2 Letter from their 
Son; the Wife fear'd Roberts had Sold him, 
but Margaret, who had a Child by him late- 
ly, ſent up a Leiter, by a Woman who had the 
new-born Child in her Arms, and ſhe ſhow'd 
it me; it was from that Son, of whoſe Wel- 


fare ſhe was dubious, and was dated from 
Graveſend, where at that Time, which was 


about Chriſtmas, he lodged, and it gave an 
Account that he was to go to the Ea/?-ITndies, 
in the Duke, Iudia-man, having fold himlſelf 
to the Company for four Years ; and among 


other Things, he remembers his Love therein 


to Margaret, who paſt for his Father's Wife, 
and is the Perſon with whom he lived towards 
Goodman®s-Fields ; this vindicates that Woman 
from barbarous Uſage of the young Man: He 


directs 
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directs the Letter to his Father, James Roberts, 
Chairman, who ſaid he knew not what was 
become of the Lad, untill he received this 


Letter, written with his own Hand. 


HE ſtill peremptorily infiſted that he found 
the Bag with the Plate in it, and that he was 
not the Perſon who knock'd down and almoſt 
murder'd the Boy ; but this is no way probable; 
however, he was unwilling to confeſs much, 
only that he was very drunk, and too much 


addicted to Women. He was deſirous of the 


blefled Sacrament, and took it in Moodſtreet- 
Compter, as well as ſeveral Times while un- 


der Sentence, after which, he behaved ſub- 


miſſively and decently, profeſſed his Belief in 
Chriſt, our only Saviour, and declared he re- 
pented of all his Sins, and died in Peace with

9. James Smith, above 30 Years of Age, 
was born in St. Luke's Pariſh, of honeſt mean 
Parents, but had little or no Education at 
School, and what he had learned there he had 
almoſt forgot, minding nothing of Religion 
or his Soul's Concern. He was of a Family 
of Needlemakers from Horcefterſhire, where 
there are a great many of that Trade, and 
James ſerved out his Jime, as he ſaid, honeſt- 
ly to the ſame Bufinefs, and when out of his 
Time, he followed his Trade for himſelf, 
and had good Bread, and a fair Character, 
He then married a Wife, by whom he had 
ſeveral Children, three or four of whom. are 
now living, his Wife being ſo larely brought 
to Bed, that the Miniſter of the Pal ifhi bap-

tized the Child while he was under Sentence, 
as he did alſo another Child of theirs, two 
Years and a half old, at James Smith's Deſire. 
As to this laſt Child, Smith ſaid, that be and 
his Wife, when it was about three or tour 
Weeks old, went to have it chriſtened, bat 
engaging 1n none of the beſt of Company, 
they got both of them fo fuddled, that neither 
Smith nor his Wife could tell whether the 


Child was baptized or not; wheretore he 


earneſtly entreated the Reyerend Clergyman 
to baptize this Child alſo, upon Suppoſition 
of its not having been done before, which was 
done accordingly. Sith humbly begged Par- 
don of God for ſo ſcandalous a Miitake. He 
was likewiſe a Silver-T hread-Spinner, and by 
theſe two Trades he might have had good Bread 
and Proviſion for himſelf, his Wife, and Fa- 


mily; but Smzh's Mis fortune was to join with 


the vileſt of Company, and this was his com- 
pleat Ruin: They brought him to a conſtant 
Habit of Drinking, Idleneſs, Gaming, Cur- 
ſing and Swearing, &c. ſo that he became one 


of the compleat wickedeſt Fellows about the 


Town, neglecting all Religion, never gcing 
to Church, and deſpiſing every Thir g that 5 
good, or might contribute to the Benefit of his 
Soul, which he no more minded, than if be 
had been an irrational Creature; and as he 
thus neglected all the Means of other Know- 
1&%ge, ſo he was in particular grofly ignorant 
of Religious Principles, wheretore he was there- 


in inſtructed by me as the Time allowed, but 


he was of ſuch a vicious Propenfity, and io 
dull of Apprehenſion, that notwithſtanding al 
the Miſery he endured, he took too litile No- 
tice of ſuch Inſtructiops and Exhortations, l- 
clining to prattle and talk with any one who 
ſate next him, and for this I was often oblige 
to reprove him, and ſhew the evil Conlequence 
of fo doing, He was long lick, and J viſited 
him frequently, when he declared his lncere 
Repentance ; at other Times he conſtant 
came to Chapel, and would ſometimes ſeem 
attentive to Prayers and Exhortations, behaving 
indifferently well. However upon the whois 
he was a very wicked young Man, and one © 


thoie 


thoſe pernicious Fellows they call Gamblers ; 
two Gangs of whom, as he ſaid, there are in 
St. Lakes Pariſh, and no more, as he knows 
of, are in Town. Theſeare a Set of Rogues 
who frequent the- Fields next to Old. ſtrect 
Church, if any Countryman, unacquainted 
with their Tricks, paſs by, they decoy him 1n- 
to their Company, ip order to defraud or rob 
him of his Money. A Reverend Clergyman 
was one Day walking that Way, and ſeeing 
à Countryman likely to have fallen into their 
Snare, intended to have warn'd him to avoid 
their Converſation ; however the Man paſt 
and ſhunn'd them of his own Accord. This 
Clergyman viſiting Sith under Sentence, and 
telling him of this Paſſage, Smith adviſed him 
not to do any Thing diſpleaſing to them, for if 
at that T'ime they had ſuſpected his adviſing 
the Countryman to ſhun them, they were ſo 
profoundly wicked, that he would have been 
in Danger of being ſton'd to Death with Brick- 


Sation ſoever, witnout Exception. He ac- 
knowledged he believed in Chriſt, repented 
of his Sins, and died in Peace with all 
Men. 


N. B. James Smith confeſled himſelf to have 


in Town, and earneſtly deſired that the fol- 
lowing Lines might be publiſhed in the Dying- 
Speech, in order to diſcover their Frauds and 
Tricks, that unwary People may be the better 
ale to avoid them. 


THEIR common Places of Refort are 
Stepne;-Fizlds, Deptford, the Turpentine-houſe 
a Wora's-Clife, Black- Mary's- Hole, Pancras, 
and the like ; to each Place they generally come 
once in ive Days, but oitener (ſuppoſing that 
Bey have committed no Cheat for which they 
ae obliged to keep away.)

THE Method they take in decoying young, 


People, is this: They go out in Gangs, and 


when they come near the Place of Rendezvous, 
they part and divide themſelves, and very often 
walk ingly, and looking for their Prey, apply 
to the firſt Perſon (if he looks any Way like 
for their Purpoſe) they meet, asking ſome 
Queſtion about the Murder of a Man, the 
hanging of another, the committing of a Rob- 


bery, till they can lead the poor Creature tc 
the Slaughter. 


WHEN they meet with a Perſon they 
think will do, they ask him much ſuch Que- 
ſtions, Whether he has not heard of 4 Man 
being ſhot by a Highwayman, in ſuch a Road? 
The other ſaying, No, the Gambler makes 
Anſwer, but m going to ee him, and if you'll 
walk ths Way, you ſhall be ſatisfied. This 
May is always the way to the Barrow, where 
being come, the Gentleman Gambler asks the 


Barrow-Man, whether that is not the ready 


way to /ee the dead Body? Who being in the 


Secret makes Anſwer, The Body, Sir, is no 


longer there, it has been carried away this half 
Hour, or what Time he pleaſes to mention. 
To play the Game, there ſtands near the 
Barrow-Man, a Fellow whoſe Hat is full of 


Oranges, pretending that he has won them all 


for a Penny ; upon which the Gambler gives 
a Challenge to the Barrow-Man, to engage 
the young Stranger to go his Halfs, whom he 
is ſure to make win, in order to egg him on, 
and then he 1s not left till they ſtrip him, not 
only of his Money, but of Watch, Rings, and 


| Shoe Buckles, if Silver, and of every Thing 


valuable, 


THE Cheat confiſts in the Dice, for if 
they are to ſtake at the Dice bringing up the 
Number 21, at 3 different Throws, they are 
ſure to bring up no more than 17 ; ſo if you 
are to fling for 17, they are ſure the Dice will 

reckon 


reckon up 27; whatever they Bet, they have 
Dice for the Purpoſe, which they manage in 
this Manner: The Barrow-Man, under Pre- 
tence of being diſpleaſed, ſnatches up the Dice, 
and bids the young Fellow to go about his Bu- 
ſineſs, that he will not let them play any long- 
er; upon which the Gambler ſeems to humour 
the Barrow-Man, offering him Money, who 
ſeems to comply, flings down that Pair of Dice 
which is to go according to their Number, and 
the Dice being fo effeCtual to their roguiſh De- 
' hen, is becauſe they load them. In ſhort, 
Smith ſaid, that they were a Set of very infa- 
mous Men, that they are more to- be dreaded 
than . Highwaymen, for they not only pick 
Men's Pockets,” but very frequently reduce 
them to the greateſt Poverty, to the Shame and 
Deſpair of thoſe that are ruin'd, and the Grief 
and Sorrow of their Relations. Smith ſaid he 
knew many Gentlemen's Servants utterly ruin'd 
by their Barrows, and that have, to fupport 
themſelves, had Recourſe to unlawful Means 
in the Family they liv'd with. In ſhort, he 
{aid it was a Pity the Puniſhment was not ade- 
quate to the Crime, for tho” it goes under the 
Notion of Gaming, yet it is a Contrivance of 
the greateſt Roguery, and of a moſt dangerous 
Conſequence. | 


Stephen Wright, alias Fohn Brown, of St. 


Bartholomew's behind the Exchange, was in- 


dicted for aflaulting John Belchier, Surgeon, in 
his Dwelling-Houfe, putting him in Bodily 
Fear and Danger of his Life, and taking a Gold 
Watch, Value 87, and 6 Guineas in Money, 
the Goods, Chattels, and Money of the ſaid 
John Belchier, from the Perſon, and againſt 
the Will of the faid John Belcbier.

10. Stephen Wright, whoſe true Name, as 
was given out was Brown, 21 Years old, was 
born at or about Liverpool; but when he was 
a Child of 2 or 3 Years of Age, his Father 
and Family, with young Stephen, removed to 
Ireland, and ſettled in Dublin, where the Old 
Gentleman was a Merchant of Subſtance and 
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A | | 
good Credit: He educated his Son a Gentle. 
man, and at proper Schools, fo that he under. 
ſtood Engliſh, Latin, and Greek, and coy! 
write tollerable, and was well verſed in Arith. 
metic, c. As to Religion he was pretty well 
inſtructed in the Romiſo Way, and ſeemed 0 
be a great Zealot in that Profeſſion. When 
of Age his Father bound him Apprentice 90 
an eminent Surgeon in Dublin, to whom he 
ſerved his Time, as he ſaid, honeſtly ang 
faithfully, and when he quitted his Maſter, 
he intended to have gone to France, in order 
to the compleating his Education in Surgery 
and Phyſic, and for that End his Parents gate 
ſufficient Plenty of Money, to keep him a Year 
or two at Paris. Unhappily for Stephen he 
choſe to go by the Way of London, and to ac. 
quaint himſelf a little with England, the Place 
of his Nativity, whence his Forefathers came ; 
tho?, as he ſaid, his Father had a pretty good 
Eſtate, befides a handſome Sum of Money in 
Ireland, to which he was Heir, but by his del 
perate Miſbehaviour, he has effectually pre. 
vented his inheriting either one or the other, 
For ſome Time after his coming to Engleni, 
he ſerved a Surgeon in the Country in Sarg, 
and might have done well, had he kept to h 
Buſineſs and been induſtrious, as he had gocd 
Education, and ſeemed capable of his Pro- 
feſſion. His Friends had advanced to lim 180. 
to bear his Expences at the Colleges in Pari, 
But he not content with that, reſolved to im- 
prove this Sum, tho' the Project he fell upon 
was wrong and fooliſh, and had no Succets an- 
ſwerable to his Defire. In Effect he went ie 
a Gaming-Houſe in Covent- Garden, where in 
two or three Days, or at molt a few Days, 
he loſt the 180 J. deſigned to bear the Expence 


of his Travels, and then having no Money 


left, and not knowing what to do, but being

deſtitute of the Grace of God, he rctoives 
upon deſperate Courſes of Robbing. 


ACCORDINGLY, on Taggen the 18th 


of Fanuary, he went to the Houſe of Mr. 


Belchier, at the back of the Exchange, Fic

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proper Remedies, promiſing five Guineas for 
a compleat Cure, and deſiring the Medecines 
might be got ready againſt the next Evening, 
when he would call for them without fail, ha- 
ving Company then waiting for him. In 
Effect, he came again next Evening, about 
the ſame Time, and after ſome little Preamble, 
reſenting a Piſtol charg'd and couch'd, to 

r. Belcher's Breaſt, and told him very plain- 
ly, [ want not to be cured, but your Money; 
Mr. Belcher was very much ſurpriz'd, and 
frighten'd, upon holding a cock'd Piſtol to his 
Breaſt ; however, he told him, as he had the 
Appearance of a Gentleman, he expected no 
ſuch Treatment; but if he was in want, he 
would aſſiſt him with two Guineas, which 
right took; but then he demanded more, 
untill the Gentleman made it fix, and not 
contented with that, demanded his Gold 
Watch. 


MR. Belcher thought the Thief had too 
much already, yet, for fear of being ſhot by 
the deſperate Robber, he deliver'd the Gold 
Watch alſo ; but then, whilſt Wright was en- 
deavouring to pocket up the Gold Watch and 


not to. be upon his Guard, ruſh'd in upon, 
and ſeized him, and got him down upon the 
Floor, holding him ſo faſt, that he could not 
move his Arms; then he cried out to the 
Servants, and at the ſame time a Footman 
came in, and took not only that Piſtol from 
him, but another charged Piſtol out of his 


Guineas, they were taken off the Floor, the 
Robber overcome, having dropt out of his 
Hands; this done, they ſecur'd and aſk'd him, 
how he had the Impudence to commit ſuch 
a villainous, barefac'd Robbery ; he ſaid it was 
nothing but abſolute Neceſſity, and the great- 
eſt Want imaginable, being reduced to ſuch 
Straits, that he cared not whether he lived or 
died. Accordingly he was committed to 
Newgate, tried, convicted, and executed for 


ix Guineas, Mr. Belcher obſerving the Robber 


Pocket; as for the Gold Watch and Six 
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this Robbery, He boaſted of his great Rela- 
tions, both in England and Ireland; but his 
Behaviour, eſpecially in this Affair, was nei- 
ther like a Gentleman, nor a Man of common 
Senſe and Reaſon. However attrocious his 


Crime was, he flatter'd himſelf with the Hopes 


of a Reprieve ; but when he found himſelf 
diſappointed, he ſeemed Indifferent, and very 
little concern'd about any thing, and *tis to be 
fear'd, he died in the Gall of Bitterneſs and 
Bond of Iniquity: for after the Dead-Warrant 
came down to Newgate, ke being in Chapel 
as formerly, when no Roman Prieſt was there, 
plyed all about him with idle Talk, which 
gave very great Offence to me and the Pro- 
teſtant Criminals, and I was obliged often to 
reprove them very ſharply, He was a Bigot 
in the Papiſt Opinion, and endeayoured what 
he could, to pervert Others in the Cells, tho? 
It is to be hoped not with Succeſs. In Chapel, 
he ſometimes aſſed Queſtions, and was de- 


ſirous of Diſputing about Principals in Diffe- 


rance ; the Authority of the Scriptures, the 
Tranſlation of the Scriptures about Idolatr 

in the Church of Rome, which he denied. | 
told him, if they were not guilty of Idolatry 
in falling down to, and worſhiping carved and 


painted Images, neither were the Heathens in 


Time of primitive Chriſtianity, when their 
Philoſophers made the ſame Apology the Pa- 
piſts do now in that Reſpect; and agreeable 
to the old Heatheniſh Prieſts and Philoſophers, 


they worſhipped Angels, and Great Men and 


Women, whom they make Demy-Gods, and 
to whom they erected Temples and Churches, 
as the Romans made the Pantheon in the City 
of Rome. I gave Mr. Wright, or Brown, 
anſwers ſufficient for all his Objections ; but 
he would not give Ear, and I did not think fit 
to inſiſt too much, eſpecially in a public Place, 
where a Miniſter of the Church of England 
ſpeaks with Authority. He died a rigid Papiſt; 
he ſaid he forgaye all Men, and was in Peace 
with them. os 
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At the Place of EXECUTION. 


F HE Morning of the Execution, they all, 
(except thoſe attended by a Roman Prieſt) 
received the Holy Sacrament, and devoutly join'd 
in the Prayers; after which, they were put into 


the ſeveral Carts, and in the following Order, 


were convey'd to the fatal Tree, viz. 
IN the firſt Cart, were Michael Bewley, 
James Smith, and Thomas Dennis: In the 


ſecond, were Stephen Wright, otherwiſe Brown, 


Bryan Cooley, and William Burnet : And in 
the. third, were Lot Cavenagh, and James 
Roberts: And in the Hurdle, were drawn 
Patrick Kelly, and Garret Cavenagh for High- 


Treaſon. 


TN this Manner were they convey'd through 


4 vaſt Multitude of People to Tyburn. They 


ſeemed very devout, and joined heartily in the 
Prayers and ſinging of Pſalms : though I was 
ſometimes intertupted by a dif erent Perſuaſion, 
praying loudly to the Saints. It is to be obſerved, 
that William Burnet (one of the unhappy Suffer- 
ers) who was 4 our Communion, and had com- 
municated with us before, yet notwithſtanding, 
on Friday the 8th of this Inſtant, a Prieft go- 
ing to him in the Cell before I went in, per- 
fewaded him to turn Roman. I aſted him why 
he did ſo ? His Anſwer to me was very ſaucy 
end [lI-mannerly ; I reproved him very ſeverely, 
but it had no Effect on him, being very ſtupid 
and illiterate. | 

MOST of them adher'd to their former 
Confeſſions, and ſaid, they had no more to ſay, 
than what they had already told. Our Devo- 


tions being concluded by a Penitential P/alm, 


the Cart was drawn away, and they went off 
the Stage, crying out, God be merciful to us! 
Lord Jeſus receive our Spirits !

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An ACCOUNT of Ly Cavenagh, 


T is what the World generally expects from 
Perions in my unhappy Condition, that the 
ſhould give ſome Account of themſel ves, 
and of their former miſpent Lives, were it 
only to ſhew Mankind the Snares by which they 
have been drawn into ſuch Wickedveſs, in order 


to their avoiding the ſame : Partly, therefore, 


in Compliance with this Cuſtom, and partly be. 
cauſe I think it a Duty incumbent upon myſeit, 
to make all the Atonement I can, by declaring, 
not only the Fact for which I am to ſuffer, but 
likewiſe whatever others I have been guilty of 
from my Youth upwards ; both with Deſign to 
take Shame to mylelf for them, and to clear the 
Innocent, who may Chance to have been ſul. 
pected, and even to be apprehended and proſe- 
cuted, for Crimes whereof I alone am guilty, 


and which have brought, me to this ignominious 


and untimely End. 
TO begin then: I am now about 27 Years 
old, and was born in Dublin, of very repurabic 
Parents, who gave me a pretty good Education, 
had I but had the Grace to have apply'd it toa 
proper Uſe ; but Repentance is now 100 late, at 
leaſt for any Advantage it can be to me in this 
World. When my Parents thought me of 8 
ſufficient Age to go to School, they ſeur me to 
one Mr. Sheridan, an eminent Maſter in &. 
Mary's Pariſh, in the ſame City, where I con- 
tinued orderly enough, till my Father had me 
bound Apprentice ro one Mr, Croke, an Apothc- 
cary, likewiſe in the ſame City. I ſerved this 
Maiter faithfully and juſtly about four Tears, 
bur unfortunately becoming then acquainted with 
ſome of the Jewd Women with which that Tovn, 
as well as this, ſwarms too much, I never thought 
my ſelf happy, but When J was in their Company) 
which I could nat be, without neglecting m/ 
Maſter's Buſineſs but too frequently, as 1 accord 
ingly did. This, however, might parhieps have 
been borne with, at leaſt for ſome Time longer, 
had I not robbed my Mafter to ſupport my Ex. 
travag=nce, and comply with the unreaſonebe 
Demands of thoſe unreaſonable and rioto" 
Compzrions, whereof I now too late repent. I}

vytuous or honeſt, When of Age, George 


Was put out Apprentice to a File-maker in the 
untry where heliv'd, and was pretty much 
Maſter of his Buſineſs, by which, when he 


plied to it, he could earn 18 or 20 Shillings

per Week; but was of ſo wicked a Diſpoſi- 
tion, that he left Derbyſbire to avoid work- 
ing, without acquainting his Parents, or any 
Perſoh whatſoever, and found the Way to 


London, none of his Relations not knowing 


where to find him even to this Day, he having 
» Willingly and induſtriouſly loſt himſelf to all 
the World. Being in London, he affociated 
himſelf with the vileſt Company of, Men and 


Women he could meet with, and they find- 


ing him a very wicked Boy fit for their Pur- 


poſe, trained him up their Works of Darknefs,. 
and enouraged him in their peſtiferous Ways, 
though to his own certain and inevitable De- 
ſtruction. He was reckon'd one of the moſt. 


dextrous Pick-pockets about the Town, wkich 


made him be eſteemed a notable Boy in their 


villainous Courſes. He had a Cuſtom in walk- 
ing the Streets, to throw up Safhes, and at 


laſt this Practice brought him to his fatal End. 
Moſt of his Father's Buſineſs lying in England, 


he commonly comes to Derby/ire and London 


once a Year, as many Scotch Merchants do, 


and George, ſince he has been in London, uſed 


often to ſee his Father, who was very deſi- 
rous to ſee this Prodigal Son, whom he al- 


ways uſed to, ſhun, not defiring to be ſeen by 


any of his Friends or Countrymen, who were 


willing and eapable to adyance his Intereſt. 
George uſed to dreſs very fine, with Gold cr 


Silver Lace, and a Gold lac'd Hat, and ſome- 


times with a filver hilted Swotd ; but all Things, 


ſißce he was in Priſon, he loſt, pawn'd or 
ſold, and was very naked and miſerable while f 


under Sentence; and had no Women nor any 


Perſon coming after him; yet when under 


Sentence, two or three of his Countrymen 
ordered an honeſt Woman in the Neighbour- 


hood to give him three-penny-worth of Meat 


every Day, which ſhe conſtantly brought him 


with great Care. Watſon never failed to come 
to Chapple, and. behaved, indifferently well, 
but not with that Concern which was requiſtte :,

3. James Crop, 21 Years of Age, was born 
of honeſt Parents in Norton-Falgate, who gave

When of 


Age, his Father being a Silk-Dyer, intended 


him for his own Buſineſs, and he dying his 
Mother kept on the Buſineſs, as ſhe ſtill does, 
and James wrought with her, having ſerved 


beſt Part of his Time; but being confined 


cloſe to his Work, he Toon grew tired of an 
honeſt Employment. He then took up with. 


idle and wicked Company, whereby in a ſhort 
Time he was effectually ruin'd. His Trade 
he no more minded, but followed a Company 
of young Girls about the Neighbourhood, 
who led him into all Manner of Extravagan- 
cies, ſo that his Relations knew not what to

THEY propoſed ſending him to'Sea, which 
he, with ſome Reluctancy, conſented to ; they

God's Sake that they would ſpare his Life, 
which Favour was granted him by the Inter- 
ceſſion of Eyres, and it may be preſum'd this 
mov'd the High Powers to fave his Life, 
There was alſo one Yarman concerned in 
this Robbery, who commenced King's Evi 
dence, and to him they gave Mr. Byffells 
wy ſell in Rag-Fair, which he according- 
ly did. 


Crop was alſo indicted for aſſaulting and 
Jonathan Beaumont, and taking his 
Hat and Perriwig, and 5 5. in Money, as ſet 
forth in the 2d Indictment. This Robbery 
Beaumont himſelf and Farman the Evidence 
ſwore, and clearly prov'd upon him. Cr 
confeſſed ro more Robberies, and indeed he 
was unwilling to confeſs any Thing at all, 
being a very obſtinate, perverſe young Man, 
but in general owned that he was abundantly 
wicked in his Life, though he denied T hetts 
or breaking of Houſes. He came always to 


Chapel, read well, and made regular Reipon-

a Deſign of robbing her Miſtreſs, being well 
acquainted with the Place where ſhe uſually 


kept her Money, and with ſome other Cir- 
cumſtances, as in her Opinion rendered the 


Deſign practicable, and now only waited for 
an Opportunity wherein ſhe might conve- 
niently perpetrate it. Accord agly one An 
Ellard (who was tried, convicted, and ſuffer'd 
along with her) coming to Town, happened 
to take Lodgings at Mrs. Bates's, and lay in 


the Garret along with Betty the Apprentice. 


After ſhe had contracted ſome Acquaintance 


with her, ſhe diſcovered to her the Intention 


ſhe had form'd of robbing her Miſtreis, to 


Which ſhe readily conſented. In Order there- 


to they both went out together and made them- 


ſelves very fuddled, and then they reſolved _ 
upon the Execution of their Deſign which 

they had before concerted. Cannon being beſt 
acquainted with the Houſe, went to tle Cheſt 


of Drawers, and took out the Money and o- 
ther Things, as ſet forth in the Indictment, 
and delivered them to Ellard. After which 
they immediately went off, and another Ap- 
prentice in the Houſe informed her Miſtreſs 
that ſhe had been robbed ; whereupon a Head- 
borough and another Man were diſpatched 
in Purſuit of them, and fourd them in Bed 


at a Publick Houſe at To!tenham-High-Crofs, 


and from thence brought directly to Town. 


For the further Particulars relating to the Man- 


ner of their being apprehended, the Reader is 
deſired to refer to the Appendix of their Ac- 
count. | 


BEFORE this unhappy Affair happened, 
Ann Cannon was reputed to be an honeſt, in- 
duſtrious young Woman, but now ſhe here- 
by loſt both her Character and Liſe at 
once. She behaved well, came always to 
Chapel, was devout in Prayers, and thankful 
for Exhortations. Her Mother came to vifit 
her ſome Days after Sentence, but had nothing 
to give her; ſhe only cry'd and embrac'd her, 

C deſiring 
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defiring her for God's Sake to double her Di- 


ligence in making her Peace with Almighty. 


God. | 
THE Mother and Grandfather came ſome 


other Times to viſit her, but being very poor 


themſelves, had nothing to give her to comfort 
her. The Father came once to fee her, but 
gave her nothing neither, though as ſhe was 
in great Want of Linnen, he promiſed to 
ſend her ſome, which however he failed to 
do, and thereby teſtified his own Unnatural- 
neſs for his Daughter, although ſhe was the

SHE behaved very well while under her 
unhappy Circumſtances, and expreſſed a ſen- 
fible Concern for her own Eternal Salvation, 
the which ſhe gave all Diligence to ſecure, 
She owned herſelf guilty with Regard to the 
Fact for which ſhe was condemned, and ſaid 
that Drunkenneſs pay'd her Way to it. Tit 
this then be a Warning to all ſuch in whoſe 


Sin, leaſt they alſo, as in the Inſtance before 
us, be convinced too late of their Error, 21 
the Expence ot their Bodies, and perhaps of 
their Souls.. 


SHE was very ſerious in her Behaviour, 
and no leſs obſervant in her Duty, and thete- 
in alſo diſtinguiſhed herſelf from the. general 
Conduct of ſuch whoſe Carriage and Beha- 
viour under the like Circumſtances, have been 
as remarkably infolent and infamous. Sbe 
profeſſed a Faith in Chriſt as the anointed 
Saviour and Friend of loſt Sinners, upon the 
infinite Merit of whoſe Sacrifice ſhe grounded 
her Hopes of Everlaſting Salvation, and let 
the World in perfect Peace.

George Watſon, confe/s'd, that he was 4 
moſt vicious Boy, and 72 moſt juſtly for his 
Rogueries, confeſſing the Crime for which he 
died, and beg'd Pardon both of God and Man, 
hoping for Mercy from Gad. 


James Cropp acknowledged the Robberies he 
was convicted of, but otherwiſe, in Point of 
Confeſſion, was one of the moſt uncivil, refractoty 
young Men I have ſeen, and ſpoke as if he was 


not bound to confeſs bis Sins to Men, though he 


had done very great Injuries to them. 


Elizabeth Cannon. had nothing to confeſs, 
only that ſhe was a very. wicked Girl, and own- 
ed the Robbery ſhe was convicted of, and ſaid, 
ſhe could not well deny, but that ſbe brought the 
other young Woman, who was a Country Girl, 
inlo that fatal Scrape, by her Perſwaſions. 


Ann Ellard owned the Fact for which e 
ſuffer'd, blamed nobody, and did ſay, ſhe bad 
been a very vicious, wicked young Woman, and 
hoped that God would have Mercy upon her Soul 
for Chriſt's Sake, ſhe being a ſincere penitent. 
They .all appeared very devout in Prayers and 
ſinging 4 Divine Palm, and Mrs. Wilmſhurſt 
wept and ſhed Tears plentifully, as did alſo. the 
other two Women, and all of them ſeem'd highly 
concerned, Their Devotions being concluded, 
the Cart was drawn” away, and they went off 
the Stage, crying out, God be. merciful to us 
Lord Jeſus receive our Spirits!

They being convicted of 'Theft and 
Robbery, were inſtructed, how'contray 
ſuch wicked Practices are to all the 
Rules of Juſtice and Equity, and that 
they proceed either from Malice or Co 
vetouineſs. The malicious Man defires 
to work his innocent Neighbour Miſ- 
chief, though he get Nothing by it for} 
bimſelf, as is too otten ſeen. Men make 
Havock and Spoil of the Goods of one, 
to whom they bear a Grudge, though 
they deſign not to get any thing by it, 
but propuſe only the Pleaſure of venting 
their Spite on the other. This is an hel- 
iſh Humour, like the Devil, who be 
ſtows all his Pains and Induſtry, not to 
do any Good to himſelf, but only to 
ruin and undo others ; how contrary thi! 
is to Juſtice and Equity, appears from 
the Command given by God to tit

Exod. xxiii, 45, Where we ſee it is a 
Debt we are made to owe to our Ene-

'This being the great Vice that led 
them into the Crimes they ſuffered for, 
was inſiſted on, to bring them into a 
perfect ſight and deep ſenſe of their Sin, 


tance for the ſame.

worldly Luſts, and to live ſoberly,

John Head, 40 Years of Age, born 
4 Miles from Ba net, in the Heri/ord-

James Hanns, 39 or 40 Years of 
Age, born in Symerſetſbire, had good 
Education at School, to Read, Write 
and caſt Accompts, and was inſtructed 
in Chriſtian Faith, when of age, he did 
not go to any Trade, for his Father be- 
ing a conſiderable Farmer, he alſo fol- 
lowed that way of Buſineſs; he married 
a Wife, by whom he has ſeveral Chil- 
dren now living ; he then rented a Farm 
for himſelt, tor which he annually paid 
25-1. whereby he maintained himſelf 
and Family in a reputable manner, and 
was at that Time reckoned worth a 
'Thouſand Pound; but Bufineſs not anſ- 
wering his expectation, and having ſuſ- 
tained ſeveral Loſſes, thought of chang- 
ing his Place of reſidence, and thereupon 
retolved within himſelf to come nearer 
to Londcn, which he ſome Years ago ac- 
cordingly did, with his Wife, three Sons 
andDaughter, the eldeſt of whom is about 


1) Years of Age, and the youngeſt doth 


not exceed 7, whom are now living. 


He kept the Crown Ale-Houſe at Leſſeu- 


Green, near Paddington, and with that 
alſo a pretty little Farm, and in theſe two 
Ways he made a Comfortable Living, for 
he been

ſpared, as he ſaid, they were in a very 
good middling Way of Buſineſs, and 
might have done very well, beginning 
to recover his Lofles, and having very 
good Buſineſs in his Publick-houſe ; but 
what ruins all of them, had the ſame 
Effect upon Hanus, for he grew ac- 
quainted with, and haunted vicious, idle 
Company, who immediately hurried him 
to his Deſtruction ; for they took him 
to rob on the Highway, and this entailed 
inevitable Diſgrace and a ſhameful Ca- 
taſtrophe upon him. He inſiſted, that 
he was a ſober Man, and not given to 
Debauchery, kept to going to the Church 
regularly with his Family, and ſome- 
times received the holy Sacrament, He 
did not plainly confeſs the Robberies he 
died for, though it cannot be doubted 
but he was the Man that committed 
them, for both the Proſecutors ſwore 
to his Face, it being committed in the 
Sun-ſhine 'Time of the Day, and Hanns 
having no Crape or Mask upon his Face, 
ſo that it can ſcarce be ſuppoſed they 
were in any Miſtake ; they did ſwear to 
another Robber who was on the oppo- 
fite ſide of the Chaiſe, but his Face 
they could not ſwear to, being covered 
with a Crape : they threatened both the 
Perſons in a deſperate Manner, holding 
their Piſtols to their Ears, and putting 
them in a terrible Conſternation, 'Theſe

ing; diſobeying his Farents, deſpiſing 
every Thing that's good, neglecting the 
Ordinances of God, never going to 
Church, where we have the Means of 
of Salvation; and thus forſaking God, 
God left him to himſelf, and he became 
a Reprobate to every good Word and 


Work ; loſt all Credit and Character. 


And having ſtolen and embezelled ſome 
Things of his Maſter, he was confined 
ſometime in Newgate; from whence, at 
laſt getting his Freedom, he ſculk'd 
about the skirts of the Town; then 
went down to Ee, where following 


his old 'Trade of a Thief, he ſtole a 
Web of Cloth or Stuff, of 64 Yards, 


for which he was taken up, convicted, 


and traniported for ſeyen Years ; the 
Sentence of Tranſportation was prov'd, 
and that he was ſeen at large in Great- 
Britain, the Term of ſeven Years not 
being expired; for which Crime, ac- 
cording to the Act of Parliament made 
to that Effect, he received Sentence of 


Death, and was accordingly executed. 


Foſeph Lewin gave Account of him- 
ſelf, that ſomewhat more than 2 Years 
ago, he was tranſported to Merryland, 
where a very rigid, ſevere Maſter pur- 
chaſed him, who beat him cruelly and 


unmercifully: 7oſeph unacquainted with 


and not willing to bear ſuch hard Treat- 
ment, was deſirous of a Change, and it 
happened, that a Widow Gentlewoman 
of Penſiluauia wanting a Servant, was 
pleaſed to buy Fo/eph of his hard Task- 


Maſter ; with this Widow, Lewin liv'd 


in a better Agreement, for ſhe treated 
him very gently, and they were in very 
good Terms ; he gave the Widow good 
Words, and ſhe was mighty kind to him. 
He owned that he had been very wick- 
ed, but faithfully promiſed all Obſe- 


quiouſneſs and Obſeryance for the fu- 


ture ; accordingly, they made it up, 
and were actually married ; the Gentle- 
woman had 7 or 8 Children, all well 
provided for, who conſtantly upbraided 
her Mother for marrying a tranſported 


Thief; yet Joſeph being married, his 


Wife gave him a pretty large Eſtate in 
Land, with a good many Blacks to cul-

and viſit them oftner than they do, when 


| they are upon their Duty. To the Cre- 


dit be it ſpoken of the preſent Conſta- 
bles of St. Bride's Pariſh, and likewiſe 
to thoſe of St. Dunſtan's in the eſt, 
where thoſe Gentlemen have ſpared no 
Dilligence to ſuppreſs ſuch ſort of Houſes; 
and I hope the reſt of the Gentlemen 
for the future, who ſerve that Office, 
will follow their good Examples; and if 
ſo, it would ſave many Gentlemen from 
being robb'd, if not murdered ; and 
likewiſe many Tradeſmen Apprentices 
from being Ruined, 


The ſuppreſſing ſuch infamous Houſes, 
kems to be ſo neceſſary a Work, that I 
preſume a few additional Obſervations on 
this Subject, may not ſeem tedious. B 
means of ſuch Gangs, diſperied in diffe- 
rent Corners of the Town, this Trade of 
Thieving and picking Pockets, is brought 
into ſuch a Method, and is ſo well Sup- 
ported, that Honeſt People are afraid to 
kcure and detect Offenders. It is the 
Cuitom of theſe wicked Fellows, to make 
Examples, as they call it, of ſuch as bring 
ay of their Companions to the Reward 
due to their Crimes, which f. terrifie, 


others, that about St. Dunſtan's Church 


formerly, and at preſent, about TJemple- 
Bar, and ſeveral places in the Strand, 
near both the Plays Houſes, towards 
Soho, and in Ft. Giles's, People are for- 
ced to be Paſſive, and are even obliged 
to Connive at the Rogueries of theſe 


Villains, to prevent their Houſes from 
being fired, and their Perſons from Dan- 


ger. 


By procuring this ſort of Security, 
theſe Gangs are daily increas'd, for no- 


thing fortifies young Fellows in their 
Reſolution of taking ill Courſes, fo much 


as the Hopes and Proſpect of Impunity. 


For ſay theſe Fellows to a Stranger, you 


run no great Riſque, you may go on in 


this Way long enough before you are 


catch'd, and if you are taken, we ſhall 
be cither ſtrong enough to reſcue you 
out of the Hands of the Conſtable, or 
we will get you out upon Bail, or elſe 
maintain you in Prifon, and come and 
give Evidence for you at your Tryal. 
Theſe Promiles ſeduce wild Lads to prac- 
tices they would not otherwiſe dare to 


y think of; and when they are once in, they 


make it their Buſineſs to ſeduce others, 
that by ſtrengthening the Society, they 
may be the more ſ{af2 themſelves, and 
of this there are frequent, I might ſay 
Daily Examples. 


But if by a Preſentment of the Grand 
ury, or iome other legal and effectual 
Method, the Quarters of theſe Plunde- 
rers could be beaten up, and ſach Hou- 
{es be entirely deſtroyed, by puniſhing

Abraham Paſs, about 18 Years 
of Age, born in the City of Bour- 
deaux, in France, of Jewiſh Pa- 
rents, who had him Circumciſed and 
initiated into their Religion, in 
which way they educated him, and 
taught him to read and ſpeak a little 
of the Hebrew Language, to write 
and caſt Accompts after their Man- 
ner; he ſaid, his Father is now a 
conſiderable Merchant in that City, 
where there are great Numbers of 
Fews, and they have eight Syna- 
gogues, and that he let him want 
nothing of Education, commonly be- 
ſtowed upon thoie of that Nation ; 
but he was a moſt perverſe, diſobe- 
dient Boy, and no Ways regardful to 
the Advice either of Parents or 
Friends, and naturally inclining to 
nothing but Vice; he was immerſed 
in every Degree of Wickednels, and 
averſe to all that's Good or Virtuous. 


His Father bred Abraham to 
trading, for which moſt of that Na- 
tion have a genius; but he was of ſo 
light and giddy a Diſpoſition, that

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by n no means he could be reſtrained 
to abide in his Native Place, ſo con- 
trary to the will of his Parents, who 
had many other Children, and were 
very fond both of him and them; 
he went to Foreign Lands, and tra- 
velled over Italy, where he was at 


Rome, Leghorn, Florence, Genoa, 


Venice, and many other Countries 
and Cities, there they have great 
Numbers of Jews, who are very 
Friendly, and keep up a deſirable 
Correſpondence among themſelves,
